Hill mine, October 17, 1895, In which 
three men were badly burned, one of 
whom died 12 days later. The-acci- 
dent was due to-the lighting; of nat- 
tiral gas which-bad'leaked Into the 
niirie from an oU well. The gas had 
escaped from an oil well that -had 
been drilled through one of the rooms 
abo.ut' two years previous while the 
pillars -were being .drawn. 
The- re- 


_ ^pillars in the Imedlate-vicin- 


ity were left standing in order 
to 


support the strata and protect the 
well :but by reason of the fact that 
part of the coal had. been taken out 
before that time, the part remaining 
was .not of sufficient strength to carry 
the weight of the overlying strata. 
the result being about this time 
creep, had begun:to overrun that part 
of; the mine and continued subsidence 
of the.strata finally broke the casing 
of the, well, allowing the gas to es- 
cape.- Three' men were working only 
301' feet away and the gas was lit by 
their open lights. Inspector Blick con- 
sidered it very fortunate that the gas 
was lit so soon and gave warning as 
a short time later it had 
spread 


through a considerable portion of the 
mine. The mine was ventilated 
by

or water and to safeguard the wells 
from damage due to mLc.Ing opera- 
tions, 
In some fields the wells are ver> 


close together, 100 to -400 feet apart, 
and in such cases the mining develop- 
ment is a very difficult proposition. 
The photograph of the Cimonsburg 
field "and Sclo, Ohio, show how close 
together some of these wells are. A 
photograph of a district iri Greene 
county also shows many wells. Dr. I. 
C. White stated at a West Virginia 
Coal Mining Institute meeting In 1912, 
that similar situations exist in Wetzel 
county,' West 'Virginia, where some 
farms had'200.to 300^wells; about one- 
fourth of. those had been abandoned 
without being charted. 


A plan showing a projected mine 


development in WesfVIrginia gives an 
illustration of the seriousness ot the 
problem when coal pillars must be 
left to protect tho wells. In this case 
the projected underground develop- 
ment-work was staked out on the sur- 
face and the wells were 1 ocated so 
that 100-foot pillara surrounding them 
would not necessitate curving entries. 
It may be advisable to Increase the 
size of the pillars to 200 feet so that 
n that case the entries must be driven 
differently from manner shown. 
In 


cases like this last one the situation is 
aided somewhat by the willingness of 
the drilling companies to so locate 
their wells as to inconvenience the coal 
development work as little as possible. 
Most of the large coal and gas and 
oil companies in Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia have been willing to 
co-operate in this manner so that the 
development of either would inconven- 
ence the other as little as possible. 
When a gas or oil company desired to 
drill a well .in a certain place they fur- 
nish the. coal company with the lo- 
cation to determine whether there is 
any objection on "the part of the mln- 
ng company to iL Where wells wouKI 
.nterfere with projected development 
work .or would ne difficult, changes In 
location,arc made to'meet these ob- 


. The following suggestions'are an at-. 
.empt. to/-.harmonize as far as possible 
the information and advice which haa 
so far been. available to the Bureau. 
Suggestions have come fronY'th'pse in- 
.erested in the safety of miners;- those 
nterosted in mining operations and 
the boring- of gas'and oil wells; and 
those interested: in geology and the 
conservation of the coal, gas, oil and 
other mineral resources of the coun- 
ty. They form the summary of a law 
suggested by O. P, Hood, mechanical 
engineer of the Bureau of Mines, and 
A. S. Heggen, petroleum expert, both 
of the Pittsburg station. 


It seemed to be the general opinion 


hat some form of inspection Is neces- 
sary in order to make -operative any 
aws which may be enacted, and which 
required specific methods or results. 
t is, therefore, suggested that there be 
a chief inspector of f;as and oil wells; 
hat he have sufficient help of a, per- 
manent and temporary character to 
meet the exigencies of .the well-drilling 
business, and that "these officers shall 
have, certain duties.'prpscrfbed. ' 


In ordeY. that it rnay be possible to 


locate a'.well, witti accuracy, which 
goes through a workable coal seam, 
and which may at sonie'time be within 
a mine',area, it seems desirable to re- 
uire a license to.djill...this license de- 
pending .upon the filing 
of. proper 


maps and records. In case a location 
is proposed. whlch,Vniay, be" detrimen- 
tal to a coal.mine,,from the^standpoint 
of either safety to the" miner. Tor, econ- 
omy in the working of the.mine; a con- 
ference between the three parties in- 
terested in such location is provided, 
these parties being the mine-owner, 
the well-owner anil the miner, as rep- 
resented by the State mine inspector. 


The gas and oil-well inspector is giv- 


en power to cha'age the proposed lo- 
cation within reasonable limits in or- 
der to insure a safe and equitable con- 
dition. It is also required that the in- 
spector shall keep records of his office, 
so that at any subsequent time it may 
be possible for a mine operator to lo- 
cate abandoned wells with accuracy.

These suggestions, cover only those 


wella which; are put down .through 
workable coal "seams. A definition of 
this term "workable coal seam" is so 
difficult that it has not been attempt- 
ed, and the responsibility for a reas- 
onable interprention of this phase, is 
placed on the State Geologist when- 
ever the matter becomes one of dis- 
pute It is believed that the location 
of a borehole should be so accurately 
determined that it could at any time 
be relocated, even after all surface 
indications have disappeared; and for 
this purpose it seems necessary 
to 


have the survey made by competent 
persons and reference made to es- 
tablished boundaries. 


In order that gas may nob be drawn 


Into the ventilating system 
of

mine, a minimum distance from a 
mine opening has been provided, nnd 
a similar minimum distance to those 
buildings which arc vital to safety in 
the operation of a mine, so that in 
case of fire) of either wells or niilo 
buildings, the risk shall not be in-

Kt seems evident that a borehole 


should not so through any mine haul- 
ago or airway, and in order to insure 
th'Is a distance of 15 feet from suoh' 
mi no haulage or airway Is required;- 
It Is believed that if pillars are con-- 
sidnrod necessary about such a bore- 
hole that the supporting power of the 
haulage-way ribs will be sufficient as 
it iseems to be generally admitted that 
such a pillar does not serve the pur- 
pose of keeping out gas which may 
leak arcund the casing. 


In requiring casing1 from surface 


water, it ia believed that after the 
casing- which groes .through the coal 
seam Is properly'placed and' packed 
as required that the one used for ex- 
cluding surface .water may be with- 
drawn. 
The double casing which is 


required through any coal seam is 
deemed necessary because' should a 
mine be opened, the operation might 
be fraught with much danger if the 
casing had been' exposed to corrosion 
or if the pipe woro injured by a move- 
ment of the measures. In order that 
the casing miKrht be allowed a certain 
amount of play In confronting to the 
side strains resulting- from such move- 
ments, it is required that they be ex- 
tended into the floor a sufficient dis- 
tance, that they be. surrounded by a.' 
clay pack and that the second casing [ 
sh«ll be brought into play through tho ' 
pressure of a Hlmllar clay pack. 


Clay wns thought to be a more de- 


sirable material for 
packing- than 


cement. It would'not under strain be 
so likely to develop cracks through 
which corrosive water might enter if 
the outer -casing 
was 
penetrated. 


Moreover, It was felt that the use of 
clay would prevent tho -localizing of 
stresses on thu second casing in case 
of a movement of the measure. Clay 
Is believed to be of B*uch a nature that 
it will prevent leakage of gua even If : 
the casings are deformed by a move- | 
ment of the strata.

Tho second..casiHjr, which is provid- ! 


ed through any coal aeam, may extend 
downward to* any depth, but In the 
event that It is stopped 10 fee*, below 
the first caMing, when it Is cemented In 
place, the cement does not extend to 
the first or/ountvir 
cnaing.

It has been attempted to keep tho re- 
quirement as simple and as general as 
possible.

Also, that cement 
mortar or concrete is apt to be porous, 
to deteriorate iii oil, and to form a 
plug of doubtful tightness. 


It has, however, the 
quality of
